At the annual meeting of the On- 
tario Vegetable Growers in Toronto 
considerabis progress was reported in 
opening up the Wes? 
Ontario vegetables. According to w. 
B. Somerset, chairman of the Ontario 
Marketing Board, Westerners were a- 
-| mazed at the quality and quantity of 
vegetables that could be grown in On- 
tario and declared that if they could 
get them regularly there would be 
no need for importing. ‘Continuity of 
supply, better packing and above all 
earliness were points emphasized: by 
H. E. Toms, Western representative of 
the Ontario Growers’ Markets Coun- 
cil. He pointed out that there was 4 
good market for early.cabbage, pos- 
sibly beets and carrots, a splendid de- 
mand for early tomatdes, properly 
packed in lug crates and carefully 
graded in a central warehouse, ample 
room for melons in modern packages 
but not the old 16-quart baskets, as 
well as solid-headed Iceberg lettuce 
and celery. In quality the best of On- 
tario stuff was superior to the im- 
ported variety, though some of it did 
not look as well. Westerners were sa- 
tisfied if they could get the right 
kind at the right time. Mr. Toms 
warned the growers, however, that 
unless the outlet could be supplied re- 
gularly and with good stuff, the 
greater portion of the Western mark- 
et would be closed to Ontario.

Warble Fly Campaign 


All the cattle on Manitoulin Island, 
nearly 20,000 head, will be treated for 
warble fly this spring. Following the 
striking success secured with a new 
powder on Barrie Island, where in- 
festation was reduced over 80 per 
cent. last spring, farmers decided to 
go ahead with the larger project. The 
work will be carried out under the di- 
‘| rection of Dr. Lionel Stevenson, pro- 
vincial zoologist and R. E. Cumming, 
district agricultural representative, 
and the special pow@ir will be sup- 
plied by the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers. 

As was the case on Barrie Island 

a year ago, four treatments, three 
‘weeks apart and starting in early 
March, will be given. The powder 
is dissolved at the rate of one pound 
per gallon of water and this wash 
rubbed thoroughly into the backs of 
the infected animals. Even where only 
confined in large box stalls the work 
takes but a few minutes and the cost 
amounts to less than five cents per 
head. While authorities, advise con- 
tinuing the work for three successive 
years for complete,elimination, al- 
ready after one season marked gains 
are reported from ‘Barrie Island. 
There was practically no stampeding 
of the cattle in summer when the flies 
generally cause the most trouble, and 
the animals were in much better flesh 
than usual. 
; In Canada the warble fly is respon- 
sible for thousands of dollars direct 
loss to hides alone évery year, while 
the indirect damage in loss of flesh 
and milk flow cannot be estimated.

Many times, however, the tempera- 
ture registered as the killing . frost 
was only 32 degrees and no damage 
was done except to the most tender 
plants such as corn or tomatoes. It 
is found also that as the cleared land 
is extended and more soil is cultivat- 
ed, with better drainage and air cir- 
culation, the danger from late spring 
frosts is rapidly disappearing. 

It is generally conceded that the 
amount of growth is measured up by 
the rainfall and that the maturity 
of the grain is in direct relation with 
the amount of sunshine.

Marketing of Oatario Onions 


Commenting on the fact that the 
Ontario onion situation is encourag- 
ing, J. A. Carroll, head of the Crops 
and Markets Branch, said: Marketing 
of Ontario onions has now assumed a 
much brighten tone. February sales 
have been: distinctly better than thosc 
of either December or January, and 
indications are that. present selling 
wili-continue. 

“Sales of red onigisin particular, 
were slow in Docember and January, 
and only recently have shown signs 
of normal movement. So far as this 
variety is concerned on the Montreal 
market, local supplies are sufficient 
to last about ten days only. After the 
quantity on hand is exhausted, Ont- 
ario will be called on for supplies.” 

In regard to supplies on hand, in 
Ontario producing districts, Mr. Car- 
roll said that the amount, as of 
February 15, was some 175 carloads. 
Shrinkage, however, ,would probably 
reduce this supply by’ some 10 to 15 
per cent. ‘ 

“This quantity,” |. he finished 
“should be sufficient to supply all 
Eastern Canada requirements up to 
May 1, precluding the necessity of 
importing onions until after that 
date.” 


Use More Red Clover This Year 

With the judicious purchasing of 
small seeds, paying attention to price 
in accordance with quality, there will 
be sufficieht home-grown seeds, with 
the exception of timothy to meet nor- 
mal demands states Arthur H. Mar- 
tin, Assistant Director, Crops and 
Markets Branch. 

Good alfalfa seed will be somewhat 
scarce and is likely to be slightly 
higher in price. As there was no ex- 
port trade for Red Clover this year 
there will be ample supplies of clover 
seed and at the extremely reasonable 
prices at which the seed will sell, 
many farmers will no doubt increase 
the clover seedings this year. 

We still import 50 por cent. of the 
timothy seed used in Ontario. The de- 
mand for timothy hay is diminishing, 
and as legume crops yield on an ave- 
rage of a ton)more to the acre than 
timothy it is quite possible that much 
of the straight vie acreage will 
eventually be secded™to one of the le- 
gume crops such as clover, alfalfa 
or alsike or a mixture of these and 
timothy. 


Beware of ungraded seed. In the 


| first place it is unlawful for anyone 


to offer seed for sale ungraded, and, 
secondly, ungraded seed is of very 
doubtful quality and often is a source 
of severe contamination. Any farmer, 
by forwarding representative samples 
of the Dominion Seed Branch at Tor-| 
onto or Ottawa may have three sam-| 
ples graded free of charge.

No one can afford to risk buying | 
inferior seed with the margin of pro- | 
fit in farming as small as it is today | 
states M. T. Munn, State Seed Ana 
lyst in New York and well known ir 
Canada. “Already this season certain 
papers are carrying alluring adver- 
tisements of ‘bargain’ seeds, that is 
seeds that are quoted at ridiculously 
low prices,” says Mr. Munn. “Some 
farmers, in order to economise have 
sent away for some of these so-called 
bargains but when tests were made 
in the seed laboratory, these in near 
ly every case have been found unfit 
or even dangerous for planting be- 
cause of low or weak germination, or 
on aceount.of the large variety of 
weed seed they conf=m.” 

“Bargain seeds,” continues this au- 
thority, “are never worth buying and 
farmers should pay no attention to 
advertisements where price alone is 
the only description given. Reliable 
seedsmen do not approve of adver- 
tisements where seeds are offered at 
stipulated prices with any indica- 
tion of their quality or origin.”» 

With very considerable quantities 
of timothy and clover seeds lying a- 
round the country; seed that in many 
cases has never been over a cleaning 
mill, this advice would seem a5 &p- 
plicable to Canada as to United 
States this spring. Even in the best 
of times the average farmer cannot 
afford to gamble with doubtful seed.

He was born in Madoc Village 70 
years ago and spent his whole life- 
time here. He was connected with his 
father, the late James Whytock, in 
‘the grocery business for over 30 
years. After his father’s death he took 
over the grist mill and in this line 
business was most highly esteemed 
for his upright, kindly way. 

Forty-tnree years ago he was mar- 
ried to Miss Jennie Beaton of Madoc, 
who survives him. He had two child- 
ren, Dr. Arthur and Mrs. Dr. Craw- 
ford of Niagara Falls, and three 
grandchildren, Jimmie, Jeannie and 
David Crawford. He was extremely 
fond of children and many of them 
knew him as “Uncle Jim.” 


He was a member of St. Peter’s 
Presbyterian church all his life and 
his loyalty to his religion was an out- 
standing factor in a sturdy clean life. 

He did not belong to any lodge, and 
was of a quiet home-loving disposi- 
toin. Like his father before him, he 
was noted for his kindness to the 
poor. Many men who came to see him 
after his death said, ‘There lies the 
best friend I ever had in my life. If I 
were in difficulty Jim was always 
ready to advise me and he was never 
known to push a man to the wall who 
was in a tight corner.” 

He was the second eldest of a fa- 
mily of twelve children. The eldest 
brother John, died 36 years ago and a 
sister, Mrs. W. J. Hill, died three 
months ago. Seven brothers and sis- 
ters were present at the funeral. Da- 
vid was unable to come and Mrs. 
Srigley was too ill to come. 

The funeral, which was held on 
Sunday afternoon, at St. Peter’s Pres- 
byterian church, was one of the larg- 
est ever held in the village, when 
hundreds gathered together to pay 
their last respects to one of Madoc’s 
most prominent citizens, who was 
known to nearly every resident in this 
district.

POUND VALUE IS REDUCED 


The Government has reduced the 
“fixed value” of the Pound Sterling, 
for special duty purposes, from $4.40 
to $4.25. The reduction, effective last 
Thursday, was announced in the 
budget speech by Hon. E. N. Rhodes, 
Minister of Finance. 

In thus establishing the “fixed 
value” of the pound at $4.25, the 
government narrows by fifteen cents 
the margin of special or dumping 
duty that will be levied on certain 
imports from the United Kingdom. 
Thus dumping duty represents the 
difference between the “fixed values 
of the pound and the "average value” 
which is set twice a month by the 
Minister of National Revenue. 

At present the average value of the 
pound, ‘effective until March 31, is 
$4.13. 

The two values work out in this 
fashion- 

Regular duty on imports from 
Great Britain is assessed on the basis 
of the pound at par—$4.86 2-8. Due, 
however, to the depreciation of the 
pound, a duty, known familiarly as 
the “Currency Dump,” is exacted on 
imports of a class or kind produced 
or manufactured in Canada. 

“Currency Dump,” 85 indicated, as 
the difference between this “fixed 
value ($4.25) and the semi-monthly 
averages value (4.13). Thus, until the 
end of March, such imports to which 
the currency dump applies, will be 
subjected to 4 special duty of 12) 
cents to every pound’s worth of Brit-| 
ish goods imported into Canada in- 
stead of 27 cents which was in effect 
Wednesday.
